The Crowning Crime. 

The campaign of murder in Ireland cul- 
minated yesterday in a deliberate attempt | 
to kill the Lord Lieutenant. The minds 
of Toyal Irishmen will be divided to-day 
between horror at the crime and deep | ug 
gratithde for His 'a .esca 
from death. Save in its result, the affair 
recalls the tragedy of the 6th May, 1882. 
Both attempts were directed against the | 
heads of the Irish Government. Both 
occurred in, or just outside, the Phenix} 
Park, in the broad light of early after- 
noon. We have no doubt that this out- 
rage, like its predecessor, was the outcome 
of a careful and well-organised conspiracy. 
All the details of yesterday s attack are 
not yet clear, but the main facts are 
beyond dispute. Viscount French, return- 
ing from the West of Ireland, left the 
train at Ashtown and drove to the Vice- 
regal Lodge. He was in the first of three 
motor cars; the second carried no pas- 
sengers ; the third was occupied by an 
escort of seven or eight soldiers. The 
conspirators lay in wait near a public 
house at “ Kelly’s Corner,” where the road 
narrows. From an observation post in 4 
tree they watched the arrival of the Vice- 
regal party, and when Lord French’s car 
approached the “Corner ” they pushed a 
farm-cart across the road. The chauffeur— 
like all the members of the party, he 
seems to have behaved with admirable 
coolness—put on speed and evaded the 
obstacle. Then the assailants opened fire 
with revolvers and bombs. Detective 
Sergeant Halley, who was in Lord 
French’s car, was hit in the hand, The 
Viceroy himself, as we are told, returned 
the fire; and his escort in the third car 
shot to such good effect that one of the 
conspirators was killed instantly by 4 
bullet in the head, Before the main attack 
was made a constable on special duty at 
“Kelly's Corner ' was overpowered and 
wounded in the foot. The ruffians escaped 
after a vain effort to rescue the dead man. 
Six or seven of them were counted by Lord 
French s party. 

As we have said, 
all decent Irishmen 
great conipatriot whom God's 
saved from the assassin’s hand. They will 
be profoundly thankful for his 
and will be proud to know that in the 
hour of danger he showed the same calm 
with which he inspired his 
immortal Army to hold the rocking line 
at Ypres. Their next thought will be of 
horror and grief that this blow at the life 
of.an Irishman who has made his country 
famous throughout the world was dealt 
by Irishmen. Irish assassins have tried 
to quench the dauniless spirit that sur- 
vived and defeated the worst assaults of 
embattled Empire. Surely, we may 
hope, this latest outrage—this overwhelm- 
ing shame—will arouse our people from 
the degrading apathy which has given 
impunity to a hundred crimes. Many 
persons in the neighbcurhood of Ash- 
must have seen the conspirators’ 
preparatory movements. If such persons 
will put their knowledge at the service 
of the police, it is possible to hope 
as the Phenix Park murders 
resulted in the destruction of the In- 
vincibles, yesterday's outrage may help to 
unveil an equally desperate congregation 
of blood-stained scoundrels.

assassinate the Lord Lieutenant. The attack upon his life was made by a band of armed men, 
who were apparently well informed of Lord French's movements, and had laid their plains accord- 
ingly. Fortunately the would-be assassins were unsuccessful, and His Excellency escaped unscathed. 

The affair occurred shortly after one o clock, near the Ashtown Gate of the Phoenix Park. The 
Lord Lieutenant, who had been on a brief visit to the West of Ireland, returned to Dublin by the 
morning train, and alighted when he arrived at Ashtown Station. Earlier in the day a group of men 
entered a public-house in the neighbourhood and called for drinks, and a short time before the train 
reached Ashtown one of them took up a position on a ladder which was placed against a tree near the 
roadside, from which he had a view of the railway station. 


- Motor cars from the Viceregal Lodge awaited His Excellency, and when the train came into view 
the man stationed in the tree signalled to his companions. An attempt was made to block the narrow 
road by placing a farm cart across it, but before this could be accomplished the Viceregal motors 
swept round a bend in the road. A uniformed policeman who came upon the scene was knocked 


down by the raiders and shot in the foot,

HOW THE 


A deliberate and carefully planned 
attempt was made yesterday afternoon to 
assassinate the Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land. The scene of the outrage i: about 
four miles from the centre of the «ty, on 
the main road from Dublin to Navan, and 
within á mile of the spot where Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, then Chief Secretary, 
and Mr. Burke, the Under Secretary, were 
done to death in the Phoenix Park in 1882. 
The exact spot where the attack was made 
on Lord French is about one hundred 
yards from the Ashtown gate of the Park. 

At about one o'clock yesterday after- 
noon—those who heard them do not vary 
more than a minute or so in fixing the 
time—a series of rapid explosions was 
heard by all who happened to be within a 
mile of the scene. A Dublin Met ropolitan 
Police constable who was on duty in the 
Pheonix Park within about half a mile of 
the spot described the explosions as vary 
ing in sound, some having the sharp un- 
mistakable crackle of rifle fire, while others 
had the softer sound of the shot un or 
of bomb explosions. 

An alarm was immediately raised, and 
police and troops hurried to the 
scene from the Viceregal Lodge and fron) 
the Constabulary Dépét in the Park. 

SCENE OF THE OUTRAGE. 

From ‘inquiries made by our reporter 
who visited the seene of the outrage, it 
would appear that the Lord Lieutenant 
arrived at Ashtown Railway Station by

The arrival of the 
Lieutenant at Ashtown Railway 
Station was awaited by three motor cars, 
an open car—contained 
an armed military escort. A five minutes’ 
motor journey would suffice to convey the 
party from the railway station to the Vice 
regal Lodge, but the would-be assassins had 
planned to intercept the cars on the 
journey and to do Lord Freuch to death 
upon the public highway. 

Some time before noon a nun ber of men 
—at least half a dozen—entered Mr. Peter 
Kelly's publichouse at Ashtown and ordered 
drinks: They attracted very little atten- 
tion either from the publican or those 
who happened to be on the premises, being 
regarded as ordinary customers The en- 
tire party arrived on bicycles and remained 
on or about the premises until after the 
outrage. The public-house is situated on 
the right-hand side of the Navan road, on 
the corner of the Pelletstown road, which 
eads down to the Ashtown railway station. 
The distance from the Navan road to the 
railway station is 550 yards, and between 
the public-house and the corner of the 
Pelletstown road there is a ball alley with 
the usual high walls. At the side and 
rear of the public-house is a large yard, 
with stables and out-offices, the entrance 
to the yard being on the Navan road. 
There is a fence and a thick set hedge of 
thorn bushes about seven or eight feet high 
on either side of the Pelletstown road. 
On the field sides, however, the height of 
the fence and hedge would not be more. 
“a five or six feet. 

PREPARATIONS FOR THE ATTACK. 

After the attack, when the police and 
military searched inside these hedges, they 
found that the assailants had provided for 
themselves layers of hay upon which they 
reclined before pro ng to put their plot 
into execution. Not only had they done 
this, but they had cut down a large portion 
of an ivy-clad ash tree on Mr. Keliy’s land 
at the back of the public-house and propped 
a ladder up against the tree. It is in- 
ferred that they were using this ladder as an 
observation post, for by its means they 
were enabled to obtain a clear view of the 
railway station, where the motor cars from 
the Vi Lodge were waiting for 
about half an hour before the arrival 
of the train, while the thick ivy with 
which the remains of the tree were covered 
would partially conceal the observer,

with a view to blocking that thoroughfare 
and stopping the motor cars as they 
approached the Navan road. Fortunately 
for Lérd French and his party, however, 
they did not succeed in carrying out their 
design; for had they blocked the road 
and stopped the cars, they would have 
had them virtually at their mercy. 


A POLICEMAN SHOT. 


The purpose of the conspirators appears 
to have been frustrated by the arrival at 
the cross-roads «of Constable Loughlin 
(87 D), who took up duty at the spot about 
five minutes before the arrival of the 
train. Abandoning the farm cart within 
a few yards of the corner, the men, to the 
number of five or six, made a sudden rush 
upon the police constable. One of them 
struck him a biw in the neck, which 
kneoked him down upon the foadway. 
While he was prostrate on the ground a 
man who stood over the Ger cr deli- 
berately fired a shot at him. The bullet 
caught the buckle of the policeman’s belt, 
and thus, in all probability, his life was 
saved. A second shot was then fired at 
the policeman from an automatic pistol, 
and was wounded in the foot. At this 
time, though, of course, the constable was 
unable to see them, the Viceregal motor 
cars were probably within sight of the 
cross-roads. 

Immediately afterwards shéts and ex- 
plosions rang out. The fusillade was a 
fierce one, and those who heard it are 
agreed that its duration would be about 
one minute. Lord French's car was the 
first of the three, and was travelling at a 
fast pace from the moment when it left the 
railway station. When the attack started 
the chauffeur immediately put on top speed 
and dashed ahead, safely negotiating the 
crossing of the Navan road, and the car 
escaped from the zone of fire in through 
the gates of the Phoenix Park. 

DETECTIVE HALLY WOUNDED. 

The attack on the Viceroy’s car was 
epened when it was about seventy yards 
from the Navan road, All the occupants 
of Lord French's car did not, unforta- 
nately, escape without injury. Detective 
Sergeant Hally, who was travelling beside 
the chauffeur as personal attendant upon 
Lord French, was struck in the right hand 
either by bullets or fragments of bombs, 
the thumb and two of the fingers being 
smashed. He did not, however, leave the 
ear, which never relaxed speed until it 
arrived at the Viceregal Lodge. 


A SHOWER OF BOMBS. 

Luckily, there were no occupants of the 
second oar, with the exception of the 
chauffeur, as it was very heavily bombed 
and brought to a stand-still in a wrecked 
condition. There was a perfect shower of 
bombs and bullets upon the vehicles from 
behind the hedges on either side of the 
narrow road. The third car—that con- 
taining the military escort of half-adozen 
men—-wag some distance behind the other 
two, having been slower in getting away 
from the railway station. The soldiers 
immediately opened a heavy. rifle fire u 
their assailants, and maintained it as they: 
dashed through the fire zone, and disap- 
peared into the Park, leaving the central! 
car behind them. The mingled sound of 
bomb explosions and rifle and revolver 
shots was heard a long distance away upon 
the still air, and conveyed an unmistak- 
ably ominous messige to all who heard it,

FLIGHT OF THE WOULD-BE ASSASINS. 

Immediately after the failure of. the ai: 
tempted assassination, the majority of the &s- 
stilants mounted on bicycles and made off’ down 
the Navan road in the direction of the city. 
Others were seen running away through the 
fields behind Kelly's house. Meanwhile the Lord 
Lieutenant's motor car, and the car with the 
escort, had travelled down the back road of the 
Park, and entered the Viceregal Lodge through 
the rear gate. 

Military lorries were requisitioned to hurry 
soldiers end police to the scene, and in a brief 
perjod the whole locality was a scene of most 
unusual activity. Lorry-loads of Dublin Metro- 
politan Police and Royal Irish Constabulary 
arrived in rapid succession, while parties of sol- 
diers came from the variams barracks in Dublin 
and its neighbourhood. The body of the dead 
man was placed in a military lorry and driven 
off to the Vice I Lodge, where it was placed 
in one of the buildings inside the gate near the 
Phoenix Monument. The nature of the injuries 
which the man sustained could not be exactly 
ascertained, but one of the first persoma who 
arrived at the Cross roads stated that the man 
was bleeding profusely from the mouth, and 
that there was a cut in the upper part of the 
trousers, as though he had been shot through 
the abdomen. 


FIREARMS FOUND ON DEAD MAN. 


When the police found the man he was quite 
dead. On searching the body they found the 
ring Of what is known as a Mills bomb round 
one of the fiigers of the right hand. These 
bombs are such as are used by the military, 
and it is explained that, by manipulating the 
ring upOh a pin, a spring flies off and the bomb 
explodes within four or five seconds. It is as- 
sumed, therefore, that the dead man had thrown 
at least one bomb before he was shot, and there 
were two marks where bombs had torn up 
the surface of the roadway near the cart. These 
marks were within seven to ten yards of where 
the man was standing when he was shot. On 
further searching the body the police found a 
German automatic pistol and a Smith and 
Weston revolver. Both these weapons were fully 
loaded. no shot having been discharged from 
either of them. On the body was also found a 
deposit receipt bearing the name of Kirk for a 
sum of £70, lodged in the name of Kirk ina 
Dublin bank yesterday morning. The military 
retained possession of the body, and the police 
were last night pursuing inquiries with a view 
to establishing the identity of the dead man, 
All the asseilanta who were seen are de- 
scribed as having been young men of between 
25 and 3O years of age and reapectably dressed, 
wearing light overcoats. The total number of 
the attacking party would appear to be a matter 
of speculation. but that there were several more 
than the half dozen seen is highly probable. 
This theory would appear to be supported by the 
large quantity of hay used to line the back of 
ae ditches along both sides of the Pellettstown 


THE VICEREGAL CARS. 


His Excellency’s motor car was very little 
damaged, only two holes being knocked in it by 
bullets or bomb fragments. police found a 
large quantity of mb fragments about the 
geone of the attack, and were able to recon- 
struct one whole bomb from the pieces, the 
missile being about the size of a man's fist. One 
of the holes was in the back of the 
Viceregal motor, and the other missile went 
throagh the window, and must have passed 
vlose to the chauffeur's elbow. The second car 
got a very bad maulirg. The windows were 
shattered, and had there been any persen in 
the vehicle they would inevitably have suffered 
severély. The Corporation ambulance was 
called to the scene by telephone from Kelly's 


publichouse within ten minutes of the attack,.

When His Excelleney arrived at Ashtown 
Station he at once entered his private car, 
which set out for the Vieeregal Lodge, followed 
by two other cars containing the military 
escort. 

As the Viceroy’s car sped down the road a 
fusilade was opened on it by the attacking 
putty, the members of which had, ranged them-

AGRICULTURAL COSTINGS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMBS, 

Six,—I am requested to draw the attention of 
those ‘of your readers who are farmers to the 
circulars which have recently been issued by 
the Agricultural Costings Committee requesting 
firmérs to avail “themselves of ~ the 
services of the of that Con 
mittee and to costing accounts 


officers 
keep 


for its use.. The ciroulats specify that the object 


of this Costings Committee is to secure such 
information as will promote efficiency and 
economy and augment the  profit-earning 
capacity of the farm. With these objects the 
members of the Irish Farmers’ Union are fh 
entire accord, but they do not hold in egus! 
favour the means by. which the figures are to be 
ascertained and the results recorded. 

The National Executive of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union has already dealt with the question of 
the submission by any of its members of their 
accounts to a Government authority, and has 
passed a resolution directing its members to 
furnish mo statements in the nature of costing 
accounts to the Gbvermment until such “state- 
ments had first been submitted to an official of 
the Union. 

Accountants are aware that, according to the 
manner in which the material is arranged and 
in which it is afterwards handled, results may 
be obtained varying with the pdélicy and pre- 
judices of those handling the accounts. Under 
the present arrangement it is contemplated that 
the figures secured shall be treated in London, 
thus eliminating a proper supérvision on behalf 
of agricultural interests in Ireland. Im view of 
the use which may be made by the Government 
of such costings accounts, a use oh which the 
future remuneration of farming may possibly 
depend, it would seem just that, before the re- 
quest of the Coatings Committee is acceded to, 
the Irish Farmers’ Union should be enabled to 
satisfy itself— 

- (a) That the form of the accounts be suitable. 


(b) That the results be determined from ac- | 


counts secured not only on the best-managed 
farms, but on the average Irish holding. 

(e) That the subsequent treatment of the 
figures acquired be on a system satisfactory to 
the ceneral body of farmers. 

(d) That the full results be made available for 
the Executive of the Irish Farmers’ Union 
body which mainly formulates the policy of the 
Irish farmer. 

Subject to these conditions the mterests of 
the farmer and of. the general comnitnity. will 
he by investigation the lines 
gésted.
